CHIMNEY AND PIPES 
NEED WINTERIZING 


Chimneys and pipes are often 
neglected parts of the home, says 
(A. Cheshire, Extension Agricul- 
tural Engineer, Alberta Department 
of Agriculture, As long us they ap- 
pear from the outside to be in or 
der they ure forgotten, The result 
is a great deal of inconvenience 
and inefficiency during the winter. 


Where wood or coal is used, all 
chimneys and pipes should — be 
cleaned at least once a year, A 
convenient way to do this is to 


put a couple of heavy bricks in a 
burlap bag and attach a rope, The 
inside of the chimney can then be 
thoroughly serubbed) by pulling 
the bag up and down the flue a 
few times. The soot and tar dis- 
lodged during the operation should 
be removed from the bottom” of 
the flue, 

Pipes, both from furnaces and 
stoves should also be cleaned. This 
is best done as a rule by removing 
the pipes and tapping the accumu. 
lation loose, The pipes should be 


inspected at this time for sound 
ness, The residue and water va- 
pour that collect in these pipes 
attack the metal, and what may, 
from the outside, appear to be
